Continuing his efforts 
to protect Norfolk County 
homeowners against 
dishonest individuals. 
Register of Deeds William 
P. O’Donnell reminds resi- 
dents about the av ailability 
of a free online Consumer 
Notification Service offered 
by the Registry to protect 
Norfolk County property- 
owners against potential 
property fraud. 

“The F.B.l. has reported 
that property and mort- 
gage fraud is one of the 
fastest growing white collar 
crimes in the United States. 
Many jurisdictions across 
the country have reported 
individuals recording 
fraudulent documents 
and making it appear like 
they own another per- 
son’s home or property. 
While we have been for- 
tunate that this problem 
has not manifested itself 
in Norfolk County, I want 
to make sure my office is 
proactively and vigorously- 
protecting consumers," 
said O’Donnell.

People in silence and at work, a mission

help at the farm this past 
Saturflay. 

Bright, chilly, breezy 
sunshine poured down on 
the Farm to Food Pantry 
Garden at Holly Hill Farm, 
a spot where compost was 
once was piled in various 
stages of decomposition in 
advance of adding nutri- 
ents for the farmers' fields. 

Now, this (still sacred) 
spate is devoted to grow- 
ing food for the public to 
consume, cook, utilize at 
food pantries, shelters and 
anywhere else we can deliver. 
The folks came because we 
are engaged in a crowd-fund- 
ing campaign through fortua. 
com as well as a devoted 
neighbor who seeks to 
highlight people's interesting, 
educational and inspirational 
activities and endeavors. 

Ilie campaign mission is 
two-fokL One aspect seeks 
financial support for a more 
solid, tighter ( read : rabbit 
and woodchuck prevention) 
fence, wheelbarrows, shovels, 
bins and lumber for raised 
beds. 

The other aspect was to 
ask people to come out to the 
farm to help with the harvest 
and to prepare the garden 
beds for winter. 

Though winter is delight- 
fully not here yet, the brisk 
weather certainly kept us 
busy spreading seaweed, 
hoisting soil into the beds 
and distributing wood chips 
over well-laid cardboard to 
further prevent weeds. 

Kids of various ages came 
to help. A lot of fifth-graders 
from Hingham seemed to be 
invok ed, as well as parents, 
independents and teenagers. 
The people worked seam- 
lessly together, as there were, 
and are typically on a farm in 
am season, many chores to 
aexomplish. 

To wiiat end? 


Why did these folks take 
time away from their already 
busy Saturdays, some having 
still played an early morning 
soccer game, to come work 
alongside others known and 
unknown? Why, too, across 
the ocean, 15 hours earlier, 
had people, known and 
unknown to one another, 
gathered at a European 
football stadium, a cafe 
and a concert hall to watch 
a friendly, sip a beverage, 
converse and listen to an 
American band? Fourquoi? 
For what purpose? 

People come together, in 
person, for many reasons. 
Even when a phone "brings 
people together," and many 
texts and messages are sent, 
there is something more 
meaningful when the folks 
are together in person. The 
phone or device may still 
be there, or in a pocket or 
clutched tightly, but at least 
they are in proximity to one 
another, conversing, sitting, 
listening, thinking. 

And anywhere one gath- 
ers, there ought to be joy and 
civilization, not horror and 
atrocity. 

Far from the previous eve- 
ning's sadness, in the Farm 
to Food Pantry Garden, a 
mother spoke a bit of French 
to her daughter, our hearts 
heavy. 

We counted un, deux, 
trois as we moved the rocks 
from the garden's edge into 
a wheelharrow, so a raised 
bed can better distinguish a 
growing area, hold soil and 
add nutrition for a bountiful 
yield. 


We weighed 33.75 pounds 
of vegetables. 

Pommes de terre, scal- 
lions, kale, chard, collards 
and celery were among the 
selected legumes et verts 
for the food pantiy. Winter 
squash were pulled earlier in 
the month. 

This produce is not going 
to end hunger. It will not 
affect the Greater Boston 
Food Bank's efforts to grow 
for many thousand. Instead, 
this harvest was delivered to 
the food service coordinator 
at Father Bill's Emergency 
shelter in Quincy. 

T\vo more volunteers 
accompanied us for the 
delivery on Monday to 
Quincy. It may behoove me 
to send along recipes for kale 
or lasagna with Swiss chard 
or celery leaves as stock for 
soup. 

Better yet, what future 
produce would be beneficial 
to the chef as she prepares 
daily meals for folks trying to 
secure jobs and steady' their 
lives. 

I do not know very well 
either the folks who were 
sitting in the dining hall, 
waiting for their next meal. 
But our fresh, organic pro- 
duce was hopefully going 
to add a little something 
to future dishes. Men and 
women, young and old 
come to this established 
shelter and depend on a 
meal every day. They, too, 
may be dealing with sad- 
ness and strife. But come to 
the communal shelter they 
must. 

.And many of us choose 


and wifi continue to visit a 
public place, by choice or 
necessity. 

Strangers, in some regard, 
working together to grow, 
cultivate and produce veg- 
etables. L'estrangers coming 
together on a warm autumn 
ev ening. Strangers and 
immigrants are we all, until 
we are together in an open 
space. 

Despite the declaration 
of three days for mourning 
from Monsieur Hollonde, I 
did hear a radio report of an 
interviewer with a French 
baker who said everyone 
eats bread, and that he must 
continue to bake for people, 
even in mourning. And in 
silence and shock, we can all 
share in daily bread, or du 
pain, and pain. 

I am grateful to these 
neighbors who came 
together to work, tend, 
weed and grow a garden, 
for the work also contin- 
ues, when growing food, 
as everyone eats. So merci 
mes amis, known and 
unknown, in silence, we sit 
together.

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Budget Review Com- 
mission, a group created 
by the state legislature, 
gathered Monday at the 
Statehouse to release it* 
report on updating the 
school funding formula. 
The report's recommen- 
dations, if adopted, would 
significantly overhaul the 
formula for the first time 
since it was adopted a.s part 
of the state's 1991 Educa- 
tion Reform Act. 

Implementing the 
report's recommendation* 
to address health insurance 
and special education costs 
would result in a $431.7 
million increase m Chapter 
70 education aid statewide, 
while districts across Mas- 
sachusetts would see their 
required contributions to 
their school budgets rise by 
a combined $136 million. 

Currently. Cohasset 
receives $2,304,762 in 
Chapter 70 state funding. 
Like many towns, Cohas- 
set adds this funding to 
the shared budget before 
disbursing it appropriately. 
But also like many towns, 
particularly its demograph- 
ically-simil.tr neighbors, 
Cohasset is looking at a 
smaller piece of the pie 
than it was promised. 

“Cohasset is considered 


a wealthy community 
that can pay for itself." 
said Town Manager Chris 
Senior, "hut everyone in 
town isn't rich." 

With drug prices driving 
up healthcare costs for both 
retired and active employ- 
ees, "Things cost more than 
they used to," said Senior. 

While Senior appreciates 
the advocacy of state rep- 
resentatives like Senator 
Hedlund, he's also used to 
“getting the short end of 
the stick" when Chapter 
70 increases come around. 
Cohasset and its neighbors 
simply don't get as signifi- 
cant an increase as other 
municipalities that are con- 
sidered less wealthy. 

Foundation Budget 
Review Commission 
members said that evolv- 
ing budgetary pressures 
over the past 22 years have 
necessitated change. 

The new formula, they 
said, would more accu- 
rately reflect the costs 
of health insurance and 
special education, while 
providing more funding 
to school districts with 
high concentrations of 
low-income students and 
students in English Lan- 
guage Learners programs. 

"Millions of dollars 
across the commonwealth 
will he freed up to be spent 
on what our students need," 
sail! state Rep. Alice Frisch, 


D-Wellesley, the House co- 
chair of the commission. 

Fall River Education 
Association President 
Rebecca Cusick, who 
taught for 22 years, said 
new resources could be 
used to reduce class sizes, 
increase extended -day pro- 
grams and expand support 
networks for students with 
emotional needs. 

"The needs of children 
in gateway communities 
like mine are significant 
and are getting more sig- 
nificant every day," she said. 
"Many of our students live 
in economic insecurity and 
they deal with the chronic 
stress associated with the 
stresses of poverty. Addi- 
tional resources would be a 
huge benefit to us in meet- 
ing the needs of our most 
vulnerable students and 
allowing them to focus on 
their education." 

Rising costs for employee 
health insurance coverage 
and special education have 
led to drastically increased 
non-diseretionary spend- 
ing in school districts over 
the past several years. 
Those fixed costs, commis- 
sion members said, have 
eaten up funding initially 
intended for use in the 
classroom and on student 
services. 

"Resources make a dif- 
ference," said commission 
member Barbara Madeloni 


of Northampton, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association, the 
largest teachers union in 
the state. ’It's the differ- 
ence between 40 children 
or 1 A children in a kin- 
dergarten class. It's the 
difference between a full- 
day kindergarten program 
or not having a full-dav 
kindergarten program. 
It's the difference between 
having access to a variety 
and range of curricula or 
not having that." 

Under the commission’s 
plan, the revamped fund- 
ing formula would use 
actual averages from the 
Group Insurance Commis- 
sion - the insurance plan 
for state employees - to 
calculate a school district's 
insurance costs and associ- 
ated inflation rates. 

The commission also 
recommended tweaking 
the formula to more accu- 
rately portray the number 
of students in in-district 
and out-of-district special 
education placements. 

The new formula would 
increase the weighting 
given to English Language 
Learners to better reflect 
the level of resources dis- 
tricts often need to commit 
to helping those students 
become proficient in 
Flnglish. 

The report also calls for 
a new tiered system that 


would increase funding 
given for low-income stu- 
dents in school district* 
with high concentrations 
of pov erty. 

Under the state’s Educa- 
tion Reform Act of 1993, 
a complex formula is used 
to set each district's foun- 
dation budget, which is 
comprised of state aid and 
local funding. Each district 
has a minimum amount it 
is legally required to spend 
on education. 

Many school districts 
already spend in excess of 
what's required. 

"We saw over 160 
school districts across the 
commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts are well in 
excess of the minimum 
school spending require- 
ment that is placed upon 
all districts in Massa- 
chusetts," said Attleboro 
Mayor Kevin Dumas, the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Associations appointee to 
the commission. 

While many school dis- 
tricts would see their local 
contributions to the school 
budget increase under the 
new formula, many of the 
state’s most cash-strapped 
districts would likely ben- 
efit from increased state 
funding, Peisch said. 

The report also calls for 
the increased tracking of 
data to better understand 
which types of investments 


in education work or don't 
work. 

“When we go to the taxj
